just now manufacturers are by no means 
sure they can act together.

The Record Breaking Influx of Undesirable Immigrants 


H E announrempnt that 
during the first four 
months of 1903 all pre­ 
vious Im m igration rec­ 
ords have been broken 
has elicited from prom­ 
inent thinkers in every 
portion of the country 
statements to the effect that the time 
has at last come when the law should 
more rigidly exclude undesirable aliens. 
Most of these thinkers are liberal in 
their views and declare that the worst 
thing that could happen to this or to 
any com paratively new countty would 
be the shutting of the door absolutely 
to the people of other nations who for 
good reasons desire to join us and in 
time 
become 
useful 
and 
producing 
members of society- people whose work 
aids in the upbuilding of the country. 
More than four-fifths of the total im ­ 
migration into the United States comes 
into the port of New York, and the of­ 
ficials at E llis island are alw ays de­ 
lighted when in a shipload of newcom­ 
ers there happens to be a very large 
percentage of Germans, Finns, N orw e­ 
gians, Danes and Swedes. 
These aj;e 
the people who locate in the west, many 
af them to take up government land or 
to hire sm all farms, 
in most cases 
within a few years more than 80 per 
?ent of them are respected members of 
the communities in which they have 
pealed, and not a few of them, entering 
fully into the spirit of Am erican insti­ 
tutions. attain local and in some cases 
state and even national 
prominence. 
B u t the principal point is that prac­ 
tically all of them are hard working 
people who come to this country not 
for the purpose of getting along w ith­ 
out labor, but with the set determ ina­ 
tion to improve their condition in life.

they come or if they are not send home j 
for brides as soon as their resources 
w arran t them in taking a step which 
necessarily adds greatly to the expense 
of living. 
This applies equally to the En g lish ­ 
men who come over here, and the Irish 
m ay also be Included in this category, 1 
though the Irish are more inclined than 
the 
Germans. 
Swedes, 
Norwegians, 
Finns and Danes to remain in the east, 


or at any rate to cling to the cities. 
B u t both Irish and English constitute 
a very desirable class of immigrants, 
and it is not at them that the suggested 
restrictions are aimed. 
The p eop le sought to be reached by 
those who believe that our present laws 
m ake it too easy for undesirable aliens 
to come into this country are the It a l­ 
ians (p articu larly 
the S ic i l i a n s ) , 
the 
T urks and the Syrians. 


These immigrrfhtH stick to the cities, 
and not only that. but they do not, ex­ 
cept in com paratively tare cases, even 
go to tire cities of the central west. The 
Inevitable effect of this Is to build up in 
New York and other huge places in tire 
♦'ast districts in which every one of the 
undesirable home customs is perpetu­ 
ated and in which tire people seem to 
have no idea beyond eking out an exist­ 
ence w ith as little effort tis possible. 


They Usually do not even take the trou­ 
ble to learn our language. 
T h e immigration figures for the four 
months of this year are enough to make 
the most thoughtless pause for reflec­ 
tion and ask where It w ill ail end lf 
something is not done promptly, espe­ 
cially since a study or those figures re 
veals the alarm ing fart that the class 
of Im m igration has so changed that 
whereas in 1882, for instance. Germany, 


Great Rrltaln, Ireland and the Scandi­ 
navian countries combined sent us 535,- 
000 people and Italy, Austria and south­ 
ern Russia sent us but 83,000 altogether, 
In 1902 these figures were almost re­ 
versed. the first group contributing but 
83,000 souls and the latter group send­ 
ing nearly 460.000 people. 
These figures 
are discouraging 
of themselves, 
but 
when it Is known that during the first 
quarter of the current year nearly 100,- 
000 persons arrived at this port from 
southern Europe, while but 20,000 a r­ 
rived from the most desirable sections, 
they become absolutely appalling. 
lf these newcomers from southern 
Europe, especially the Italians, were 
fanning people and proceeded to the 
west to enter Into the work of this 
country and to adopt its mode of life, 
with Its ambition to Improve one's con­ 
dition and the condition of the succeed­ 
ing generation, this would not In* un­ 
duly significant, but the records show 
that of the Italians who have landed 
here during the last three months about 
2,500 went to Illinois and 1.500 to Dull- 
fornia, all the rest staying In the east. 
Another deplorable phase of the un­ 
desirable Immigration that is now pour­ 
ing into the country is that while the 
southern Europeans still stick as close­ 
ly as ever to the east, the desirable ele­ 
ment. which has fallen oft woefully in 
number*, shows a smaller percentage 
going to the west for the purpose of be­ 
coming home builders. 
W hen one knows of the elaborate pre­ 
cautions taken by this government to 
keep out undesirable Immigrants, the 
wonder is that any of them ever get in; 
but the Ellis Island officials themselves 
confess that there are occasions when 
they are compelled to admit persons 
who in their opinion would never make 
good citizens no m atter how long they 
might li\e In this country. 
If they are 
not physically or m entally or notori­ 


ously m orally unsound and have a few 
dollars In their pockets, they must be let 
in, and there you are. 
Hut even then 
there are occasions on which the offi­ 
cials simply Ignore the letter w'hlle liv ­ 
ing up to the spirit of the law' and send 
back persons whom they cannot help 
seeing are undesirable. 
The main building at E llis island is of 
Moorish architecture. 
It Is nearly 400 
feet long, 65 feet wide and more than 60 
feet high. 
This building handled last 
year more than 500,000 Immigrants, and 
lf the present rate of increase should bo 
maintained it Is likely that close on to 
700,000 ullens will pass through this 
building during the current year. 
A ll 
im m igrants are first carefully examined 
by the quarantine officer in order to es­ 
tablish their freedom from contagious 
discases and later are put through a se­ 
vere questioning and examination by 
the E llis Island officials. 
They are re­ 
quired to give name, age, sex, whether 
married or single, fam ily if any in this

O S E P H W . F O L K of St. Louis, 
circuit attorney of the Eighth Ju ­ 
dicial district, is probably 
the 
most talked of young man In the 
United States today. 
He is also 
one of the most admired men in the 
country, a fuel which seems to put to 
rout the statement of the pessimists 
that honesty doesn't pay nowadays, for 
if there is one characteristic 
which 
more than another has played an im ­ 
portant part in the meteoric rise to 
prominence of this youthful St. Louis | 
law yer it is his uncompromising hon­ 
esty and his indexible and unswerving 
adherence to duty, without reference to 
the personality of the man whose vio­ 
lation of the law may have made it 
necessary for Mr. Folk to become his 
bitter official enemy. 
Mr. Folk enjoys the enviable distinc­ 
tion of having effectually broken up one 
of the most daring and shameless cor­ 
ruptionist gangs that this country has 
ever known, if the old Tweed crowd be 
excepted.

The births reported In M anhattan bor­ 
ough alone during the brid four months 
of the present ycur were 2.000 In excess 
of tho.M reported In the same period last 
y* ar. 
It is pointed out that th. cosmopolitan 
population and the large proportion of 
foreigners in the city may account for 
the high Dirfti rate. 
E rnest J 
Bedells, president 
of 
the 
Board of Health, says one reason for an 
Increase in the numb* r of births reported 
over former years may be due to the fact 
that the b aith departm ent now holds any 
physician accountable who neglects to 
report a birth. 
At the same time, th at an increase in 
the l»irtla rate Is shown there has been 
a falling off in the percentage of deaths. 
In 19U0 the total number of births in the 
city was SI.721, and th** birth r a t e in each 
thousand of population was 23.72. J^ast 
year the births were 35.642 and the rut*- 
23.33. During the first 
four months of 
this year there were reported an excess 
of 1,000 airths over the same months last 
year In Brooklyn and of 500 in the Bronx.

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The Record Breaking Influx of Undesirable Immigrants 


B E announcem ent that 
during Hie first four 
months of 1303 all pre­ 
vious immigration rec­ 
ords have been broken 
has elicited from prom 
inent thinkers in every, 
portion of the country 
statem ents to the effect that the time 
has at last come when the law should 
more rigidly exclude undesirable aliens 
Most of these thinkers are liberal in 
their views and declare that the worst 
thing that could happen to this or to 
any comparatively new country would 
be the shutting of the door absolutely 
to the people of other nations who for 
good reasons desire to join us and in 
time 
become 
useful 
and 
producing 
members of society—people whose work 
aids in the upbuilding of the country. 
More than four-fifths of the total im ­ 
migration into the United States comes 
into the port of New Yolk, and the of­ 
ficials at Ellis island are always de­ 
lighted when in a shipload of newcom­ 
ers there happens to be a very large 
pereentage of Germans, Finns, Nor we­ 
gians, Danes and Swedes. 
These are 
the people who locate in the west, many 
?f them to take up government land or 
to hire small farms. 
In most cases 
within a few years more than 80 per 
rent of them are respected members of 
the communities in which they have 
settled, and not a few of them, entering 
fully into the spirit of American insti­ 
tutions, attain local and in some cases 
state and even national prominence. 
B ut the principal point is that prac­ 
tically all of them are hard working 
people who come to this country not 
tor the purpose of getting along w ith­ 
out labor, but with the set determ ina­ 
tion to improve their condition in life. 
oithor married when 


they come or if they are not send home 
for brides as soon as their resources 
w arrant them in taking a step which 
necessarily adds greatly to the expense 
of living. 
This applies equally to the English­ 
men who come over here, and the Irish 
may also be included in this category, 
though the Irish are more inclined than 
the 
Germans, 
Swedes. 
Norwegians, 
Finns and Danes to remain in the east, 


or at any rate to cling to the cities. 
But both Irish and English constitute 
a very desirable class of immigrants, 
and it is not at them that the suggested 
restrictions ate aimed. 
The people sought to he reached by 
those who believe that our present laws 
make it too easy for undesirable aliens 
to come into this country are the Ital­ 
ians (particularly the Sicilians), the 
Turks and the Syrians. 


These im m igrants stick to the cities, 
and not only that, but they do not, ex­ 
cept In com paratively rare cases, even 
go to the cities of the central west. The 
inevitable effect of this is to build up In 
New York and other large places in tim 
east districts In which every one of the 
undesirable home customs is perpetu­ 
ated and in which the people seem to j 
have no idea beyond eking out an exist­ 
ence with as HttJe effort as possible. I 


They usually do not even take the trou­ 
ble to learn our language. 
The immigration figures for the four j 
months of this year are enough to make 
the most thoughtless pause for rebec- j 
tion and ask where it will all end lf 
something Is not done promptly, espe­ 
cially Since a study of those figures re­ 
veals the alarm ing fact that the class 
of immigration lias so changed that j 
whereas in 1882, for instance, Germany, I 


Great Britain, Ireland and the Scandi­ 
navian countries combined sent us 636,- 
OOO people and Italy, Austria and south­ 
ern Husain sent uh but 83,000 altogether, 
In 1002 these figures were almost re­ 
versed. the first group contributing but 
83,000 soula and the latter group send­ 
ing nearly 480,000 people. These figures 
are discouraging of themselves, but 
when It is known that during the first 
quarter of the current year nearly 100,- 
000 persons arrived at this port from 
southern Europe, while but 20,000 a r ­ 
rived from the most desirable sect lolls, 
they become absolutely appalling. 
If these newcomers from southern 
Europe, especially the Italians, were 
farming people and proceeded to the 
west to enter into the work of this 
country and to adopt Its mode of life, 
with Its ambition to improve one’s con­ 
dition ami the condition of the succeed­ 
ing generation, this would not be un­ 
duly significant, but the records show 
that of the Italians who have landed 
here during the last three months about 
2,600 went to Illinois and 1.600 to Cali­ 
fornia, all the rest staying In the east. 
Another deplorable phase of the un­ 
desirable immigration that Is now pour­ 
ing Into the country Is that while the 
southern Europeans still stick uh close­ 
ly as ever to the east. the desirable ele­ 
ment, which has fallen off woefully In 
numbers, shows a smaller percentage 
going to the west for the purpose of be­ 
coming home builders. 
When one knows of the elaborate pre­ 
cautions taken by this government to 
keep out undesirable Immigrants, the 
w o n d e r Is that any of them ever get In; 
but the Ellis Island officials themselves 
confess that there are occasions when 
they are compelled to adm it persons 
who in their opinion would never make 
good citizens no m atter how long they 
might live In this country. If they ara 
not physically or mentally or notori­ 


ously morally unsound and have a few 
dollars in their pockets, they must be let 
In, and there you are. 
But even then 
there are occasions on which the offi­ 
cials simply Ignore the letter while liv­ 
ing up to the spirit of the law and send 
back persona whom they cannot help 
seeing are undesirable. 
The main building at Ellis Island is of 
Moorish architecture. 
It Is nearly 400 
feet long. 65 feet wide and more than 80 
feet high. 
This building handled last 
year more than 500,000 Immigrants, and 
lf the present rate of increase Hhould ba 
maintained it is likely that close on to 
700,000 aliens will pass through this 
building during the current year. 
All 
Immigrants are first carefully examined 
by the quarantine officer in order to es­ 
tablish their freedom from contagioua 
diseases and later are put through a se­ 
vere questioning and examination by 
the Ellis Island officials. 
They are re­ 
quired lo give name, age, sex, whether 
married or single, family if any in this 
country, trade lf any, and lf none ta 
show a certain sum of money, whether 
going to friends here or not, whether or 
not they have transportation paid to 
point of destination and lf not whether 
they have the money necessary to pay 
It. whether they have ever been insane 
or In prison, whether they have any 
loathsome discase and whether they ara 1 
under contract, express or implied, to 
work in this country. 
Rigid as is the examination at Ellis 
Island, It is no more searching than th# 
one to which the prospective immi­ 
grants are subjected at the port of sail­ 
ing in Europe. But despite it all we ar* 
dally getting thousands of undesirable 
persons into the country, and no satis­ 
factory answer has yet been returned tai 
the question; 
W hat shall be done about it?

OSEPH W. FOLK of St. Louis, 
circuit attorney of tile Eighth Ju­ 
dicial district, is probably the 
most talked of young man In the 
United States today. 
Ile la also 
otic of the most admired men in the 
country, a fact which seems to put to 
rout tile statem ent ca' the pessimists 
that honesty doesn’t pay nowadays, for 
if there is one characteristic which 
more than another has played an im­ 
portant part in the meteoric rise to 
prominence of this youthful St. Louis 
lawyer it is his uncompromising hon­ 
esty ami his indexible and unswerving 
adherence to duty, without reference to 
the personality of the man whose vio­ 
lation of the law may have made it 
necessary for Mr. Folk to become his 
bitter official enemy. 
Mr. Folk enjoys tho enviable distinc­ 
tion of having effectually broken up one 
of the most daring and shameless cor­ 
ruptionist gangs that this country has 
ever known, if the old Tweed crowd he 
excepted. And the St. Louis spoilsmen 
were in many respects even more open 
in their assaults upon the rights of cit­ 
izens tiian the 
followers of Tweed. 
They didn t exactly ask "W hat are you 
going to do about it?” but they re­ 
quired that the money be paid in ad­ 
vance or else deposited in such a m an- ! 
tier th at there was no possibility of the 
briber's suffering from a change of 
heart and withdrawing from his cor­ 
rupt arrangem ent, 
indeed, it was this 
very excess of cupidity and the deter­ 
mination to “take no chances" th at led 
to tile undoing of the gang. 
The young circuit attorney whose 
fame has spread from 8t. Louis to the 
country at large is a Tennesseean by 
birth. 
He studied law at the V ander­ 
bilt university, Nashville, after gm du- 


ating from which he practiced Jus pro­ 
fession for a couple of years at B row ns­ 
ville. Tenn. 
During this time he made 
a specialty of criminal iuw, but when 
he went to St. Louis, having decided 
that that city offered a broader field 
! than Brownsville for his activities, he 
gave up his criminal work and devoted 
; himself exclusively to civil practice, 
j He got along exceedingly well, too, and 
soon num bered among his clients sev­ 
eral of the im portant corporate inter­ 
ests, 
The young man married and ap ­ 
peared to be entering upon a highly re­ 
spectable, comfortable and uneventful 
I career when the event occurred which 
; has changed the entire trend of his life, 
Prior to that time Mr. Folk had joined 
the Jefferson club, an organization of 
Democrats, and so greatly was his ad ­ 
vice esteemed that he had been given 
| the presidency. 
He had further won 
the regard of the people of the city by 
bringing about the arbitration which 
resulted in the settlement of the street 
car strike of 1898. 
So it happened that 
a couple of years ago when the ticket 
I for the coming elections was being 
made up Mr. Folk was suggested as a 
I good man to nominate for circuit a tto r­ 
ney. The bosses were willing; one nmn 
would suit them as well as another, 
provided he would pull the votes. 
But

the 
nomination. | 
Then they threatened to nominate him , 
, anyway, and he very coolly/informed 
them that if they did he would refuse 
to run. Then many respects bk) citizens, 
clients of Mr. Folk, persuaded him that 
it was his duty to Hie city to permit 
his name to he used. lie yielded. 
When Mr. Folk served notice on the 
bosses that if elected he would do his 
full duty regardless of party or other 
affiliations they assented good n atured­ 
ly; they had heard that sort of thing

dropped in his tracks when Folk in­ 
formed him that he should do every­ 
thing within his power to send the ras­ 
cal to prison.

had been raised and was then in the 
vaults of two safety deposit companies 


i for the purpose of bribing members of 
the house of delegates and councilmen 
in connection with a suburban railroad 
grab. 
Mr. Folk lost no time and the 
same day ordered the sheriff to sub­ 
poena nearly IOO prominent persons. 
An investigation began, and it was a 
highly am using proceeding for a few 
days to those to whom it would n atu ­ 
rally be expected to cause alarm. 
Had 
not such things been tried before? Was 
it not all a very clever bluff on the part 
of the young circuit attorney, 
who 
really w'ss playing pretty good politics? 
The smile went around among the men 
subpoenaed, but It came off in a very 
short time. Mr. Folk, starting out with 
what was really a colossal bluff and 
making all sorts of threats which he 
had no Idea whatever of carrying into 
effect, managed to extract from some of 
the principals abundant verbal testi­ 
mony of fraud and then, going a little 
further, contrived to bluff ids way Into 
the safety deposit vaults of two banks, 
in one of which was found $76,000 in 
cash for the members of the house of 
delegates and in the other $60,000 for j 
the councilmen. 
When the trials of Hie bribers and I 
their tools began, Mr. Folk surprised 
every one by the completeness of his j 
cases. 
More than a dozen men were 
sent to prison, several tied to foreign 1 
countries, and there are still others 
whom the circuit attorney hopes to get. 
Mr. Folk is an abnormally quiet man. 
He takes everything seriously, though 
he smiles almost constantly. 
He can­ 
not he bullied; he cannot be cajoled. A 
thoroughly loyal friend, he yet consid­ 
ers that the obligations of friendship 
end when a man has done that which i 
Involves sacrifice of self respect. Thus i 
it has coma to pass th a t several of the 1 


men who are now wearing stripes a* 
the result of what they consider Mr. 
Folk’s overstrained sense of duty to 
the public wpr» but a few short month* 
ago his warm, personal friends. 
He I* 
rather a small man, smooth shaven, 
with a permanent and rather peculiar 
little dimple in the center of his chin. 
This detracts somewhat from the firm 
appearance of the jaw, though on* 
glance at the latter would suffice to 
convince any student of physiognomy 
that Its owner is a hard man to sway 
from his desires, 
be they right or 
wrong. 
It is fortunate for St. Louis 
that Mr. Folk's impulses are praise­ 
worthy, for were he a spoilsman it 
would be a more difficult m atter to 
! bring him to book than it proved for 
him to round up the plunderers who are 
now engaged in working for the stat* 
and denouncing Joseph Wingate Folk. 
But Joseph Wingate Folk is ail right 
in the estimation of the vast majority 
of the citizens of St. Louis, and wffiiia it 
is said that he intends upon the expira­ 
tion of his present term of office to * 
abandon polities for good and all, it ia 
likely that anything within the gift of 
8t. Louis will be his should he chang* 
his mind. And, as every one is aware, 
that is a prerogative not confined to th* 
gentler sex. 
No exhaustive analysis of the charac* 
ter of Mr. Folk will avail, for it is im­ 
posable to judge such a man by his 
utterances.

events with which during the past few 
months Mr. Folk has been so promi­ 
nently connected, Is unable to form * 
fairly accurate opinion of hit salient 
characteristic*.

CITY IS GROWING 


New York is 
Nearing 


4,000,000 Mark 


By Associated! Press to Th# Fun 
NEW YORK, May 12 Statistics com­ 
piled by the Board of H ealth show that, 
the population of the city of New York 
is increasing a t a rem arkably rapid rate. 
Tho births reported In M anhattan bor­ 
ough alone during the first four months 
of the present year wero 2,000 in excess 
of those reported In the same period last 
year. 
It Is pointed out that the cosmopolitan 
population and tho large proportion of 
foreigners In the city may account for 
the high birth rate. 
Ernest J 
lib e ria, president 
of 
the 
Board of Health, says one reason for an 
increase in the number of births reported 
over former years may be due to tho fact 
that the health departm ent now holds any 
physician accountable who neglects to 
report a birth. 
At the sam e time, that an increase in 
the birth rate Is shown there has been 
a falling off In the percentage of deaths. 
In 19H0 the total number of birth* In the 
city was 81,721, and the birth rate In each 
thousand of population was 23.72 
Last 
year the births were K5.G42 and the rate 
23.58. During the first four months of 
this year there were reported an excess 
of 1,000 births over the same months last 
year In Brooklyn and of MO In the Bronx. 
The city has also gained enormously by 
foreign immigration. Taking all ttungs 
Into consideration, the board of health 
has estimated that tho population of the 
city has grown from 3,437.104! at mo time 
of the last federal census in 1900, 
3,732,903 a t present.

Lombardi was arrested while riding 
a bicycle in the North End, 
Boston. 
about an hour and a half after 
Miss 
Sturtevant w as shot, the police of Bos­ 
ton having received word that the m u r­ 
derer escaped on a bicycle. 
Both Mr. and Mrs. Sturtevant, who 
witnessed the shooting 
having 
seen 
Lombardi, agreed in 
the 
statem ent 
that he was not the murderer. 
There was no unusual interest shown 
in the ease here today, as it w as gen­ 
erally understood beforehand th a t the 
prisoner had been found to have no 
connection with the S turtevant case. 
Lombardi was brought over 
from 
Cambridge jail just before nine o’clock 
this morning by Court Officer Charles 
C. Blanchard. 
His appearance 
was 
greatly changed from that which 
he 
presented at the previous hearing last 
Thursday. 
Ile had been shaved clean­ 
ly and had his hair cut, and appeared 
to he a good looking and fairly, intel­ 
ligent m a r. with no m arks which might 
b^ taken as indicating th a t he was a 
criminal. 
Among the spectators were a n u m ­ 
ber of Italians, friends of the prisoner, 
toward whom he looked with an a p ­ 
preciative smile as be stood 
in 
the 
dock. 


As soon as the case was called, Dis­ 
trict Attorney Sanderson addressed the 
court, saying th at the circum stances 
connected with the arrest of the man 
had been fully investigated, that he had 
been seen by Mr. and Mrs. Sturtevant, 
who had failed to identify him, and 
that no evidence whatever had been 
secured to connect him with the m u r­ 
der. 
The district attorney said 
that 
he considered the action of the police 
in arresting Lombardi as 
justifiable 
under the circumstances, as they were 
expected to take every precaution in 
a case of this gravity. 
The judge rem arked that he would 
no: props the case. 
John J. Walsh, counsel for Lombardi, 
at once protested against this disposi­ 
tion of the m atter, contem plating that 
the prisoner should be discharged, no 
cfc.se of any sort having been presented 
against him. 
Mr. W alsh’s 
contention 
prevailed and the discharge was or­ 
dered. 
Mr. W alsh presented to 
the 
court a motion that Lom bardi be allow­ 
ed an am ount equivalent to witness’ 
fees for the time he had been in jail 
as he was a day laborer and had lost 
his wages for th a t time.

said that he had no authority to grant 
such compensation.

and Lombardi started 
for

home in Boston with the friends who 
had been in court.

LOMBARD! FREE 


Suspect in Sturtevant Murder 
Case Discharged 


By Associated Presa to Tile Sun 
MALDEN, Mass.. May 
12.—Tomasso 
Lombardi, the Italian arrested on su s­ 
picion, last W ednesday night, in con 
nection with the m urder of Miss Nellie 
Sturtevant of 
Medford, was released 
today by Judge Charles M. Bruce, of 
the district court, no case having been 
made out against him. 
Lom bardi was arrested while riding 
a bicycle in the North End, 
Boston. 
about an hour and a half after 
Miss 
S turtevant was shot, the police of Bos­ 
ton having received word th at the m u r­ 
derer escaped on a bicycle. 
Both Mr. and Mrs. Sturtevant, who 
witnessed the shooting 
having 
seen 
Lombardi, agreed in 
the 
statem ent 
that he was not the murderer. 
There was no unusual interest shown 
in the eat*? here today, as it was gen­ 
erally understood beforehand th a t the 
prisoner had been found to have no 
connection with the S turtevant case. 
Lombardi was brought over 
from 
Cambridge jail just before nine o’clock 
this morning by Court Officer Charles 
C. Blanchard. 
His appearance 
was 
greatly changed from that which 
he 
presented at the previous hearing last 
Thursday. 
He had been shaved clean­ 
ly and had his hair cut, and appeared 
to be a good looking and fairly, intel­ 
ligent man. with no m arks which might 
be taken as indicating th at he was a 
criminal. 
Among the spectators were a n u m ­ 
ber of Italians, friends of the prisoner, 
toward whom he locked with an a p ­ 
preciative smile as be stood 
in 
the 
dock. 


As soon as the case was called, Dis­ 
trict Attorney Sanderson addressed the 
court, saying that the circum stances 
connected with the arrest of the man 
had been fully investigated, that he had 
been seen by Mr. and Mrs. Sturtevant, 
who had failed to Identify him, and 
that no evidence w hatever had been 
secured to connect him with the m u r­ 
der. 
The district attorney said 
that 
he considered the action of the police 
in arresting Lombardi as 
justifiable 
under the circumstances, as they were 
experted to take every precaution In 
a case of this gravity. 
The judge rem arked that he would 
not pross the case. 
John J. Walsh, counsel for Lombardi, 
a t once protested against this disposi­ 
tion of the m atter, contem plating that 
the prisoner should be discharged, no 
cfcso of any sort having been presented 
against him. 
Mr. W alsh’s 
contention 
prevailed and the discharge was or­ 
dered. 
Mr. Walsh presented to 
the 
court a motion that Lom bardi be allow­ 
ed an am ount equivalent to witness’ 
fees for the time he had been In jail 
as he was a day laborer and had lost 
his wages for that time. 
The judge 
said that he had no authority to grant 
such compensation. 
This 
closed 
the 
case and Lombardi started 
for 
his 
home In Boston with the friends who 
had been In court. 
Chief Holmes of the Medford police 
was 
the only 
Medford officer 
pres­ 
ent. 
Mr. and 
Mrs. 
S turtevant were 
not In the court room.

The Record Breaking Influx of Undesirable Immigrants 


H E announcem ent that 
during the first four 
m onths of 1903 all pre­ 
vious immigration rec­ 
ords have been broken 
has elicited from prom 
inent thinkers in every 
portion of the country 
statem ents to the effect that the time 
has at last come when the law should 
more rigidly exclude undesirable aliens 
Most of these thinkers are liberal in 
their views and declare that the worst 
thing that could happen to this or to 
any comparatively new country would 
be the shutting of the door absolutely 
to the people of other nations who for 
good reasons desire to join us and in 
time 
become 
useful 
and 
producing 
members of society—people whose work 
aids in the upbuilding of the country. 
More than four-fifths of the total im ­ 
migration into the United States comes 
into the port of New York, and the of­ 
ficials at Ellis island are always de­ 
lighted when in a shipload of newcom­ 
ers there happens to be a very large 
percentage of Germans, Finns, N orw e­ 
gians, Danes and Swedes. 
These are 
the people who locate in the west, many 
of them to take up government land or 
to hire small farms. 
In most cases 
within a few years more than 80 per 
cent of them are respected members cf 
the communities in which they have 
settled, and not a few of th°m, entering 
fully into the spirit of American insti­ 
tutions, attain local and in some cases 
state and even national prominence. 
But the principal point is that prac­ 
tically all of them are hard working 
people who come to this country not 
for the purpose of getting along w ith­ 
out labor, but with the set determ ina­ 
tion to improve their condition in life.

they come or if they are not send home 
for brides as soon as their resources 
w arran t them in taking a step which 
necessarily adds greatly to the expense 
of living. 
This applies equally to the E nglish­ 
men who come over here, and the Irish 
m ay also be included in this category, 
though the Irish are more inclined than 
the 
Germans, 
Swedes, 
Norwegians, 
Finns and Danes to remain in the east. 


or at any rate to cling to the cities. 
But both Irish and English constitute 
a very desirable class of Immigrants, 
and It is not a t them th at the suggested 
restrictions are aimed. 
The people sought to he re a c h e d by 
those who believe th at our present laws 
m ake It too easy for undesirable aliens 
to come into this country are the Ita l­ 
ians (particularly the Sicilians), the 
T urks and the Syrians. 


These im m igrants stick to the cities, 
arid not only that, hut they do not, ex­ 
cept in com paratively rare cases, even 
go to the cities of the central west. The 
inevitable effect of this is to build up In 
New York and other large places In the 
east districts in which every one of the 
undesirable home customs is perpetu­ 
ated and in which tho people seem to 
have no idea beyond eking out an exist­ 
ence with as little effort as possible. 


They usually do not even take the trou 
hie to learn our language. 
The Immigration llgures for the four 
months of this year are enough to make 
the most thoughtless pause for reflec­ 
tion and ask where it will all end if 
som ething is not done promptly, espe­ 
cially since a study of those figures re- i 
veals the alarm ing fact that the class 
of Immigration has so changed that 
whereas In 1882, for Instance. Germany, I 


Great Britain, Ireland and the Foanrll- 
navlan countries combined sent us 635,- 
000 people and Italy, A ustria and south­ 
ern Russia sent us but 83,000 altogether, 
in 1902 these figures were almost re­ 
versed, the first group contributing but 
83,000 souls and the latter group send­ 
ing nearly 460,000 people. These figures 
a re discouraging of themselves, hut 
when It Is known that during the first 
quarter of the current year nearly 100,- 
000 persons arrived at this port from 
Southern Europe, while but 20.000 a r ­ 
rived from the most desirable sections, 
they become absolutely appalling. 
If these newcomers from southern^ 
Europe, especially the Italians, were' 
farming people and proceeded to the 
west to enter into the work of this I 
country and to adopt Us mode of bf®, I 
with Its ambition to improve one's con­ 
dition and the condition of the succeed­ 
ing generation, this would not be un- ! 
duly significant, hut the records show 
that of the Italians who have landed 
here during the Inst three months about 
2,500 went to Illinois and 1,600 to Cali­ 
fornia, nil the rest staying in the east. 
Another deplorable phase of the un­ 
desirable Immigration that is now pour­ 
ing into the country is that while the 
southern Europeans still stick as close­ 
ly as ever to the east, the desirable ele­ 
ment, which has fallen off woefully In 
numbers, shows a anmller percentage 
going to the west for the purpose of be­ 
coming home builders. 
W hen one knows of the elnwwate pre­ 
cautions taken by this government to 
keep out undesirable Immigrants, th© 
wonder Is th a t any of them ever get in; 
hut the Ellis island officials themselves 
confess that there ate occasions when 
they ore compelled to adm it persons 
who In their opinion would never make 
good citizens no m atter how long they 
might live hi this country. If they are 
not physically or mentally or notori­ 


ously morally unsound and have a few 
dollars In their pockets, they must be let 
In, and there you are. 
But even then 
there are occasions on tvhlch the offi­ 
cials simply ignore the letter while liv­ 
ing up to the spirit of the law and send 
back persons whom they cannot help 
seeing are undesirable. 
The main building at Ellis Island is of 
Moorish architecture. 
It Is nearly 400 
feet long, 66 feet wide and more than 60 
feet high. 
This building handled last 
year more than 500,000 immigrants, and 
lf the present rate of Increase should be 
maintained It is likely th a t close on to 
700,00(1 aliens will pass through this 
building during the current year. 
AI! 
im m igrants are first carefully examined 
by the quarantine officer In order to es­ 
tablish their freedom from contagious 
diseases and later are put through a se­ 
vere questioning and examination by 
the Ellis Island officials. They are re­ 
quired to give name, age, sex, whether 
married or single, family if any in this 
country, trade lf any, and if none to 
show a certain sum of money, whether 
going lo friends here or not, whether or 
not they have transportation paid to 
point of destination and If not whether 
they have the money necessary to pay 
It, whether they have ever been insane 
or in prison, whether they have any 
loathsome disease and whether they are 
under contract, express or implied, to 
work In this country. 
ttlgtd as is tho examination at, Ellis 
Island, It Is no more searching than the 
one to which the prospective immi­ 
grants a r e subjoeted a t the port of sail­ 
ing In Europe. But despite it all we are 
daily getting thousands of undesirable 
persons Into the country, and no satis­ 
factory answer has yet been returned tai 
the question: 
W hat shall be done about It?

OSEPH W. FOLK of St. Louis, 
circuit attorney of the Eighth ju ­ 
dicial district, is probably the 
mosl talked of .young man in the 
United States today. 
Ile is also 
one of the most admired men in the 
country, a fact which seems to put to 
rout the statem ent of the pessimists 
th a t honesty doesn't pay nowadays, for 
lf there is one chara< teristic which 
more than another has played an im ­ 
portant part in the meteoric rise to 
prominence of this youthful St. Louis 
lawyer it Is his uncompromising hon­ 
esty and hys inflexible and unswerving 
adherence lo duty, without reference to 
the personality of the man whose vio­ 
lation of the law m ay have made it 
necessary for Mr. Folk to become his 
bitter official enemy, 
Mr. Folk enjoys the enviable distinc­ 
tion of having effectually broken up one 
of the most daring and shameless cor­ 
ruptionist gangs th a t this country has 
ever known, if the old Tweed crowd be 
excepted.

Influx of Undesirable Immigrants 


HE announcem ent that 
during- the first four- 
months of 1903 all pre­ 
vious immigration rec­ 
ords have been broken 
has elicited from prom 
Inent thinkers in every 
portion of the country 
statem ents to the effect that the time 
has at last come when the law should 
more rigidly exclude undesirable aliens 
Most of these thinkers are liberal In 
their views and declare that the worst 
thing th at could happen to this or to 
any comparatively new country would 
be the shutting of the door absolutely 
to the people of other nations who for 
good reasons desire to Join us and in 
time 
become 
useful 
and 
producing 
members of society- people whose work 
aids In the upbuilding of the country. 
More than four-fifths of the total im­ 
m igration into the United States comes 
Into the port of New York, and the of­ 
ficials at Ellis island are always de­ 
lighted when in a shipload of newcom­ 
ers there happens to be a very large 
percentage of Germans, Finns, Norwe­ 
gians, Danes and Swedes. 
These are 
the people who locate in the west, many 
of them to take up governm ent land or 
to hire small farms. 
In most cases 
Within a few years more than 80 per 
cent of them are respected members of 
the communities in which they have 
settled, and not a few of them, entering 
fully into the spirit of American insti­ 
tutions, attain local and in some cases 
state and even national prominence. 
B ut the principal point is that prac­ 
tically all of them are hard working 
people who come to this country not 
for the purpose of getting along w ith­ 
out labor, but with the set determ ina­ 
tion to improve their condition in life.

or a t any rate to cling to the cities. 
But both Irish and English constitute 
a very desirable class of Immigrants, 
and it is not a t them that the suggested 
restrictions are aimed. 
The people sought to he roached by 
those who believe th a t our present laws 
m ake it too easy for undesirable aliens 
to come into this country are the Ital­ 
ians (particularly the Sicilians), the 
T urks and the Syrians. 


These Im migrants stick to the cities, 
and not only that, but they do not, ex­ 
cept in com paratively rare cases, even 
go to tile cities of the central west. The 
inevitable effect of this Is to build up In 
N e w Ymk mid othe r large places in the 
east districts in which every one of the 
undesirable borne customs is perpetu­ 
ated and in which the people seem to 
h a v e no idea beyond eking out an exist- 
i ern e with as little effort as possible. 


They usually do not even take the trou­ 
ble to learn our language. 
The immigration figures for fhe four 
months of this year are enough to make 
the most thoughtless pause for reflec­ 
tion and ask where It will all end lf 
something Is not done promptly, espe­ 
cially since a study of those figures ie- 
veals the alarm ing fact that the class 
of im m igration has so changed that 
w h e r e a s In 18K2, for Instance. Germany, 


Great Britain. Ireland and the Scandi­ 
navian countries combined sent us 635,- 
000 people and Italy, A ustria and south- ' 
em Russia sent us but 83,000 altogether, I 
In 1902 these figures were almost re- I 
versed, tho first group contributing but 
83,000 souls and the latter group send- i 
lug nearly 160,000 people. These figures J 
are discouraging of themselves, but j 
when It is known that during the first ! 
quarter of the current year nearly IOO,- | 
OOO persons arrived a t this port from j 
southern Europe, while but 20,000 a r­ 
rived from the most desirable sections, 
they become absolutely appalling, 
If these newcomers from southern^ 
Europe, especially the Italians, were!

with Its ambition to Improve one’s con­ 
dition and the condition of the succeed­ 
ing genera (ion, this would not be un­ 
duly significant, but the records show 
th a t of the italians who have landed 
here during the last three months about 
2,500 went to Illinois and 1.500 to Cali­ 
fornio, all the rest staying In the east, 
Another deplorable phase of the un­ 
desirable Immigration that Is now pour­ 
ing Into the country is that while the 
southern Europeans still stick as close­ 
ly ss ever to the east, the d e s i r a b l e ele­ 
ment, which bas fallen off woefully In 
numbers, shows a smaller percentage 
going to the west for the purpose of be­ 
coming horns builders.

When one knows of the el.n P irate pre­ 
cautions taken by this government to 
keep out undesirable Immigrants, the 
wonder is that any of them ever get In; 
but the Ellis island officials themselves 
confess that there ate occasions whet) 
they are compelled to admit persons 
who In their opinion would never make 
good cl Miens no m atter how long they 
might live in this country- If they a r t 
not physically or mentally or notori­ 


ously morally unsound and have a few 
dollars in their pockets, they m ust be let 
in, and there you are. 
But oven then 
there are occasions on which the offi­ 
cials simply ignore the letter while liv­ 
ing up to the spirit of the law and send 
back persons whom they cannot help 
seeing are undesirable. 
The main building at Ellis Island is of 
Moorish architecture* 
It is nearly 400 
fe d long, 65 feet wide and more than 60 
feet high. 
This building handled last 
year more than 500,OOO immigrants, and 
if the present rate of Increase should bo 
maintained it Is likely that close on to 
700.000 aliens w ill pass through this 
building during the current year. 
Alt 
Immigrants are first carefully examined 
by the quarantine officer In order to es­ 
tablish their freedom from contagious 
diseases and later are put through a se­ 
vere questioning and examination by 
the Ellis island officials. They are re­ 
quired to give name, age, sex, whether 
married or single, family lf any in this 
country, trade lf any, and if none to 
show a certain sum of money, whether 
going lo friends here or not, whether or 
not they have transportation paid to 
point of destination and lf not whether 
they have the money necessary to pay 
It, whether they have ever been insane 
or in prison, whether they have any 
loathsome disease and whether they are 
under contract, express or Implied, to 
work in this country. 
Rigid as is the examination at Ellis 
island, it Is no more searching than the 
o n e to which the prospective immi­ 
grants are subjected at the port of sail­ 
ing in Europe. But despite it all we are 
dally getting thousands of undesirable 
persons into the OOOntry, and no satis­ 
factory answer has yet been returned to 
the question:
